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WASHINGTON  —  The  12th  coin  in  the  United  States  Mint’s  America  the  Beautiful  Quarters  Program,  honoring  Chaco  Culture 
National  Historical  Park  in  New  Mexico,  will  enter  into  circulation  on  April  2.  At  noon  Eastern  Time  (ET)  the  same  day,  the 
United  States  Mint  will  begin  accepting  orders  for  collectible  bags  and  rolls  containing  the  new  quarter.  The  100-coin  bags 
are  priced  at  $34.95,  and  the  two-roll  sets  (40-coins  per  roll)  are  priced  at  $32.95. 

The  coins  in  the  bags  and  rolls  were  struck  for  general  circulation  on  the  main  production  floors  of  the  United  States  Mint 
facilities  at  Denver  and  Philadelphia.  The  two-roll  sets  include  one  roll  of  coins  from  each  facility.  The  special  numismatic 
wrapping  displays  the  name  “Chaco  Culture  National  Historical  Park,”  the  abbreviation  “NM”  for  New  Mexico,  “$10,”  the 
value  of  its  contents,  and  "P”  or  “D"  for  the  mint  of  origin.  Each  canvas  bag  has  a  tag  with  “Chaco  Culture  National  Historical 
Park,"  "NM”  and  "P"  or  “D.”

A  shipping  and  handling 
charge  of  $4.95  will  be  added  to  all  domestic  orders.
